“COMPANION HELPS.” 

The servant girl problem has become dis- 
tracting by the dimimaution of supply and 
the exorbitant wages demanded. Young 
women who formerly were engaged in do- 
mestic service are now largely going 
shops because of higher wages, though 
do not conaider the offset of longer hours, 
increased expetises, and physical wear and 
tear. A partial solution of the problem in 
the Bast is suggested by the appearance 
of men chambermaids and men of all work, 
who are not only quite as handy as chamber- 
maids but do their work even better, quick- 
er, and more reliably, thus justifying the 
famous opmion which Bartle Maasey deliv- 
ered to Mrs. Poyser as to the relative ability 
of man and woman. 

To what extent men can be relied upon to 
take the places of women in domestic service 
is an unknown quantity, but im the mean- 
time the United British Women’s Emigre- 
tion association has hit upon a plan for sup- 
plying competent help in housework in the | 
colonies which seems susceptible of wider 
adoption. It is the syetem of “ companion 
helps.” A cirenlar has recently been iseved 
by the association in which the system ie 
explained. “Companion helps” are edu- 
cated women who have fitted themse?ves to 
undertake situations by actual domestic ex- 
pefience in cooking and housework. 
Canada the demand for intelligence on the 
part of applicants is still more extended. 
They must have learned cooking, baking, 
washing, milking, dairy work, bee keeping, 
poultry .raieing, and cutting and making 
simple dresses... These conditions, however, 
apply to thode who are going out to the col- 
onies; . But, on the other hand, these “ com- 
panion helps” have advantages and privi- 
leges Which po domestic servant is allowed

vide the houseliold duties. Companion 
helps” share in the family life, and many 
women have been only too glad to avail 
themselves of the opportunity to become 
companions ratber than servants and to 
have a life with the family. The salaries 
ate not large, varying from $120 to $245 a 
year, bit the privileges are such as no serv- 
ant can have. Some such syetem as this 
was the vogue in New England half a cen- 
tury ago, when American girls went into 
service and became sharers in the family 
life. It may be imposaible to revive it, be- 
cause American girls now look down upon 
domestic service and prefer the slavery of 
the shops, but it might be adopted to a 
certain extent, for there are many compe- 
tent women who would rejoice to have a 
home of this kind and become identified 
with a family, even asa helper.

TENEMENT CONDITIONS IN BOSTON. 
The Massachusetts Bureau of Labor Sta- 
recently published some inter- 
ults of a tenement house census 
bd under its supervision by students 
1 problems from Boston Univer- 
1 Wellesley College. The census 
2,075 families, in two selected dis- 
tricts. One of these was formerly a well- 
to-do residence neighborhood, and has now 
become |crowded with immigrants. The 
other cqntains tenements of “ more recent 
construction.” . The population in both “is 
its condition constantly cheng- 
‘ing under the pressure of modern life.” 
results of a similar census made 
_by the bureau in 1891 for the whole city, 
somparison is possible, though the later 
canvass did not include quite the entire 
number of families in the districts. 

One striking change since 1891 has taken 
place in the number of houses containing 
but a single tenement.

HUNT TAKES UP MYSTERY 


WILL TRY TO DISCOVER WHETHER 
MRS. BRANCH WAS MURDERED. 


Has a Conference with Deputy Coro- 
mer Dusenberry and Inspects Flat 
Where the Woman Was Found Dead 
—No New Developments Favoring 
Assassination Brought to Light—

After a 
conference ting nearly two hours Inspec- 
tor Hunt agreed to take up the case. | 


Deputy Coroner’s Statement. 

“We shall not hold another inquest until 
we have sufficient evidence to warrant one,” 
said Deputy Coroner Dusenberry, after the 
conference. “There are. not enough new 
developments at present to justify a second 
inquest. Now that the police have en 
up the case we shall merely await results, 
and be satisfied with the outcome of the in- 
vestigation."’ 

Nothing tending to prove that Mrs. Branch 
was murdered was offered to. Inspector 
Hunt, he said, at’the Coroner’s office. He 
was shown 4 of correspondence had 
by the woman with various persons, includ- 
ing her husband, a carefully prepared list of 
her friends, and an inventory of the prop- 
erty found in the flat, and now in the care 
of the public administrator, and was made 
acquainted with various facts concerning 
her career, with which he already was 
familiar, 

“I wish to satisfy myself whether an er- 
ror has been committed,’’ Inspector Hunt 
said. “If a mistake has been made by any- 
body in the handling of this case I want to 
know who is responsible, so that the blame 
may be placed where it belongs. The case 
is one of those peculiar ones where either 
murder or suicide can be imagined. I want 
to be shown some evidence, though, that a 
murder has been committed.” . 


Examination of the Fiat. 

The examination of the flat occupied by 
Mrs. Branch made the Inspector doubt more 
than ever that another person had shot the 
woman. He reasoned that, if the murder 
had been committed by a burglar, he would 
have taken Mrs. Branch’s diamond rings 
and watch and the money found 6n her per~- 
son. If she had been killed from motives of 
jealousy or revenge the murderer scarcely 
would have taken the risk of escaping 
through an airshaft when the door offered a 
safer means of exit. 

‘“‘The woman was shot in the daytime,” 
said Acting Lieutenant Brown. “ If she had 
been shot during the night there would have 

n at least one gaslight burning. More 
than this, she was not in her night clothing, 
but in a wrapper and with her slippers on. 
The doors were all locked, the keys in the 
locks, and all the windows were fastened 
down, with the possible exception of the one 
opening into the airshaft. Now, if she was 
murdered in the daytime, is it reasonable to 
believe the man who shot her would run the 
risk of being seen by climbing down an air- 
shaft on which the windows of another flat 
open on the same floor?” 

The Branch fiat is on the first floor and 
has four rooms, a window in the bedroom 
opening on the alley on the west. The en- 
trance opens into a narrow hall leading to 
the kitchen in the rear, and a window in the 
east wall of the hall opens into an airshaft. 
The bottom of the airshaft is ten feet below 
the window and opens into the basement 
about three feet above the basement floor. 


Inspector Hunt’s Opinion. : 

“Tf the murder theory is correct,”’ said In- 
spector Hunt, after making his examination 
of the flat, “‘ the man who shot Mrs. Branch 
was an acrobat, for he would have to crawl 
up the side of a shaft, with nothing to aid him 
but a window sill two inches wide and five 
feet from the boctom of the shaft. He was 
also a fool, if he choge the air shaft as an 
avenue of escape, for the front door and the 
kitchen door were available. 

* There are any number of cases on record 
where persons have been shot through the 
heart and lived long enough to walk or run 
many times the distan¢e from the bed where 
this woman’s revolver was discovered to the 
place where her body was found. But who 
knows for sure whether this woman was 
shot in the heart?” 

Inspector Hunt blames the Coroner’s office 
for not ascertaining positively the character 
of the bullet wound. The only examination 
made of the body, he says, was that made 
by Dr. Springer of the Coroner’s office after 
it was put in the coffin... No special effort 
was made to ascertain whether there were 
powder burns on the clothing or the flesh, 
such as would have been inflicted if the 
woman had shot herself. The wrapper she 
wore was buried with the body. 


Other Evidence Gathered. 

From the bed on which the revolver was 
found to the spot in the hall where the body 
lay ts not more than fifteen feet. When the 
police, assisted by Janitor Tromeen, forced 
their way into the flat they found the bed 
clothes neatly turned down and the pillows 
practically undisturbed. There was a slight 
depression on the edge of the bed, as though 
somebody had been sitting.there. It is the 
theory of the police that Mrs. Branch sat 
on the edge of the bed just before she shot 
herself, and then, in her death agony, ran 
or staggered into the hall and fell. 

A close examination of the scratches on 
the wall of the air shaft immediately be- 
low the hall window showed that they were 
made before the last coating of paint was 
laid on. The marks in the dust on the base- 
ment window sill, it was discovered, were 
made after the discovery of the body by the 


janitor. 

Inspector Hunt is now trying to learn the 
whereabouts of the woman's husband, J. 
Rush Branch, whose letter to his wife, datéd 
at Montreal, Que., Oct. 24, was found in the 
letter box. This letter refers to what is 
believed to be the financial troubles of the 
couple, One e of the letter contains 
the words: “ I am thinking of you with an
